In introducing his subject the lectur- 
er touched Iniefly on the history of 
the Periodic Table since iSH'.i when it 
was presented by l.othar Meyer and 
McndeleetT, mid since when It has been 
the foundation of inorganic chemistry. 
In spile of I he work of Crooke's, and 
the efforts of various chemists to get 
over the difficulty presented by the am 
otic weights of Tellurium and Lodlne 
and the relative positions which must 
be assigned to them on account of 
their chemical behavior, and of the ne- 
cessity of finding a plan for the inert 
gases discovered by Sir William Ham- 
say the table has been lit tin changed 
from Its original form, until very re- 
cently when the 34 or SS radioactive 
elements were discovered and hail to 
be placed. 

Dr. Macintosh talked or an attempt 
he had. made with I'rof. Rutherfi>rd| 
while i he latter was at McGill of ru- 
ling in the then known radlo-acttve 
metals and his lack of success. 

Since that time Prof. Roddy, who 
also at one time worked at M.iiill, has 
devised a theory whereby the radia - 
active elements may be satisfactorily 
placed and which furthermore leads to 
predictions which have in some cases 
at least been fulfilled by experimental

PROFESSIONAL PUGNACITY 

Mr. H. G. Wells, that eminent writer of popular philosophy, has 
stated that the present K.uropean conflagration is "due to nothing 
more nor less than the promulgation of wrong systems of thought" — - 
pre&umably fanned into fury by the tervent exhalations of German 
philosophers. 

Whether or not the primary < <iu^r of the upheaval ran be traced 
to the hyper-sensitive ccrcbra of Teutonic pedagogues, il is natural 
that their theories should receivp much publicity at the present mo- 
ment. 

Doubtless, in the Vaterland. many an embryonic Nietzsche has 
cast away his quill fnr a weapon less familiar to his group. On our 
side of the water, among our American friends, they find themselves 
constrained to limit their attack to the hurling of inky sophistries. 

Of late, the shuddering press has cast from its capacious maw a 
volume of some size, entitled "America and the Present War" and 
inscribed with the signature of Hugo Munsterberg. 

Mr. Munsterberg was wont to discourse on such accepted subjects 
ar, criminal psychology, eternal values, or social sanity, and his entry 
into the lists of political polemics is to be regretted — for his own sake. 
For a man who has hob-nobbed and fraternized so consistently with 
the spirit of "Pure Reason," Mr. Munsterberg betrays a distressing 
tendency to avail himself of every possible form of appeal to popular 
prejudice. Indeed the fire of his zeal has quite consumed his logic, 
if it hath not devoured the worthy professor himself. 

We await with confidence the rebuttal to Mr. Munslerberg's vol- 
ume. Meanwhile some odd dozen of our professors are to be seen 
drilling daily on the campus.

RACE QUESTION IN CANADA 

In Saturday's issue of "Le Devoir." under the litle "Pas de Fran- 
çais," Bourassa notes that a friend of his who wrote to a minister in 
Ottawa received a reply in English, and offers the following criti- 
cism: — "Evidemment il n'y a personne la capable d'écrire en fran- 
'cais, l'une des deux langues officielles du pays. Ft l'on veut toujours 
nous faire croire que tout le monde est sur un pied d'egalite au Cana- 
da! Il y a encore bien des combats a livrer avant d'en arriver la." 
We confess we find it difficult to appreciate the mental attitude and 
aims of a man who, on surh a puerile plea, is able to raise the lan- 
guage cry al this of all times, and to talk of struggles yet to be waged 
in Canada and among Canadians; fortunately BouraVsa represents 
but a section of his compatriots. 

It will always be difficult for French Canadians to grasp the Im- 
perial idea. People of Anglo-Saxon descent arc dwelling in all the 
colonies and naturally look to the mother country as the land from 
which they sprang; they are bound to her by the strongest of lies, 
identity of race and language. With the French Canadian the cir- 
cumstances are somewhat different, and a "Canada first" policy na- 
turally results, with corresponding " greater credit due to the many 
of this race who have been able to see farther, far enough, in fact, to 
go and enlist for the preservation of the Fmpire's integrity. For those 
who are satisfied with Canada's greatness alone, the best course 
would be the promotion of peace and unity within our borders. Some 
people's vision, however, does not appear to extend beyond the 
boundaries of Quelle Province. They laugh at the Government 
"impérialiste et jingo," and uri'e a policy, wc fear, little likely, to 
piomote union among the naturally diverse clemerAs of our young na-
